MAKING BIG HIT PENNSYLVANIA 


Sierra Madre 
Mt. Lowe R.R. 

Is Promised 


Promising to start construction 
within two weeks, W. H. Shepard of 
Los Angeles and Seattle, announces 
I that he will build a mono-rail road 
from Sierra Madre to Mount Lowe, by 
way of the Big Santa Anita canyon 
and Mt. Wilson. 

Mr. Shepard says he is the presi¬ 
dent and controlling owner of the 
Monorail Transit Co., and owner of 
patents on the system of construction 
to be used. Rail lines such as he pro¬ 
poses to construct have been built at 
Seattle, in the lumber and mining re¬ 
gions of Washington and Idaho where 
he says they are now in successful op¬ 
eration. 

The single steel rail which is used 
is supported about five feet above the 
ground in Mr. Shepard’s system, on a 
timber structure which he says can 
be built for $3,500 a mile. The en¬ 
gine and car straddle the rail, the load 
being suspended on either sid. Pas¬ 
senger cars carrying about twenty 
people, are divided so that half the 
people are on either side. The center 
of gravity is thus kept considerably 
below the level of the rail. 

Mr. Shepard proposes to carry' both 
freight and passengers. He says this 
can be done much more cheaply and 
efficiently than by animal pack train, 
or by any other form of railway. The 
cost of construction and operation is 
only a small fraction of that of a 
double rail system for trolley or any 
other type of car. Ford motors are 
used for propulsion, and grades as 
steep as sixteen per cent are made 
with ease. 

Passengers to the number of 104,000 
were taken up the Mt. Lowe railway 
last year, according to Mr. Shepard.

A rare French painting discovered 
tn Englnnd, where ll has been hl< ^ >n 
In dusty cellars for at least two cen¬ 
turies, will be taken back to the 
Louvre soon, thanks to the generosity 
of the Society of French Art Lovers.

Poussin, called “The Funeral of 
Phocion,” the celebrated Athenian 
statesman and general who command 
ed the left wing of the Athenian fleet 
In the sea fight with the Spartans off 
Naxos In B. C. 376. and who was put 
to death In B. C. 317 on a false charge 
of treason. Poussin painted the pic¬ 
ture In the middle of the Seventeenth 
century for a Paris nobleman. Since 
1700 Its whereabouts have been un¬ 
known. It was reported recently that 
several Poussins were for sale by a 
descendant of a former proprietor In 
Guernsey, and when the collection was 
cleaned and appraised one of the time¬ 
worn canvases proved to he the miss¬ 
ing “Phocion." It is considered the 
ffnest example of French art of the 
Seventeenth century.

k YORK state farmer and lus wife recently, on their vaca- 
tion, traveled 600 miles westward in an old-fashioned 
phaeton. This louring outfit attracted newspaper atten¬ 
tion in every town they passed through. But they probably 
had a better time than if they had been in a big auto. 

There’s a peculiar pleasure about riding behind a good 
horse that beats sitting over a hot engine. And Dobbin 
doesn't get engine or tire trouble. 

For long trips, the horse has had his day. Horse lovers a 
few years ago were fearing that "autos will drive out the 
boss." In the words of a famous poem, "He ain't went yit.” 
To the contrary, the U S Department of Agriculture says 
there are 19,000,000 horses in America—or nearly twice as 
many Dobbins as autos. 

Time was, in the ancient past before the cave man, when 
horses were as small as cats. They gradually grew larger. 
In the American Museum of Natural History. New York, an 
exhibit of fossilized skeletons is graduated upward in a row 
to show the evolution of the horse from five-toed cat size to 
the huge Dobbin of today.

He has grown up with 
nan from barbarism to civilization, helping mightily on the 
way, and it is good to read that the auto has a long way to go 
before it outnumbers him.

From this It can be seen that If the 
working point "A" be selected near 
the bend of the characteristic curve, 
symmetrical changes In grid potential 
will not cause symmetrical changes In 
plate current. Since the plate current 
variation la such case would bear only 
slight relation to the grid variation In 
potential, the output of the tube would 
be distorted. 

in applying amplifiers to receiving 
sets used to pick radiophone stations, 
distortion is one of the greatest dif¬ 
ficulties to overcome. Too strong 
signals will result In decreased am¬ 
plification. In Figure 23, If the ap¬ 
plied variation in grid potential were 
10 times that shown In the example, 
the plate current would not change 
10 times as much, because of the 
bends in the curve, due to saturation. 
Finally, a condition can be reached 
where the use of an amplifier tube 
will decrease the signal strength be¬ 
cause of the saturation of the tube. 

The rectified incoming signals would 
be louder without the use of the ampli¬ 
fier tube, because of the Inability of 
the plate current of the tube caused 
by saturation to Increase In propor¬ 
tion to the signal strength. 

There are, In general, two factors 
that can he taken from the charac¬ 
teristic curve and the second is the 
length of the straight portion of the 
curve. The slope of the straight por

VACUUM TUBE WHEN 
USED AS AMPLIFIER 

It Will Function Thus for Either 
Radio Frequency or Audio 
Frequency. 

Starting today we shall give a de¬ 
tailed description of the vacuum tube 
when used as an amplifier. This series, 
us in the past, Is continuous and if 
clipped out und saved will be con¬ 
venient for reference. 

When the three-electrode vacuum 
tube was used as a detector, the cir¬ 
cuits associated with It were such 
that where a symmetrical alternating 
difference was applied to the grid, 
a symmetrical change in plate current 
resulted. That is to say, the vacuum 
tube acted as a rectifier. In addition 
to rectifying, the tube also amplified. 
The variation In plate circuit was “K,” 
where "K” is the amplification con¬ 
stant of the tube, times what it would 
have been In a two-electrode tube, for 
the same potential impressed on the 
grid. 

By properly adjusting the electrical 
constants of the circuits associated 
with a three-electrode tube, symmetrl- 





cal variations ol grid potential can be 
made to produce symmetrical varia¬ 
tion In plate current, which are *'K' 
times the amplitude of the plate cir¬ 
cuit variations of a similar two-elec¬ 
trode value with the same applied 
grid potential. This means that If a 
three-electrode value be used in the 
proper e-in nils in a radio receiver, the 
signals cun lie made to appear as 
though the received signal is “K" 
times ns strong as It actually Is. if 
two tubes are used with their proper 
circuits in conjunction with a radio 
! receiver the received signals will ap 
pear to be “K" times as strong as they 
actually are and so the apparent 
strength of the Incoming signal Is 
multiplied by “K" for each additional 
tube added to the receiver circuit. 

A vacuum tube used in conjunction 
with a circuit that will cause the plate 
current to vary In exact proportion 
to the applied grid voltage, hut ap¬ 
parently caused by “K" times the ac¬ 
tual grid voltage variation, ts called 
an amplifier. If the tube functioning 
as an amplifier is used to amplify the 
Incoming signal at radio frequency be¬ 
fore it Is rectified by the detector. It 
Is termed a radio frequency amplifier 
if the tube functioning as an amplifier 
Is used after the Incoming radio fre¬ 
quency has been rectified by the do¬ 
te.-hr. it is termed an audio frequency 
amplifier. 

Returning again to the character¬ 
istic curve of the three-electrode vac¬ 
uum tube, shown In Figure 23. 
notice its shape. Suppose that it pos¬ 
itive potential was applied to tin* 
grid by means of a “O" battery so 
that the tube would function at a 
point represented by “A" on the 
charngteristlc curve. If now the ap¬ 
plied grid potential from the “C" bat¬ 
tery he ret I need by an amount rep 
resented by A-B In Figure 23 the 
corresponding reduction In plate cur¬ 
rent will be represented by B-K. On 
the other bund If the grid potential 
bo Increased by an amount repre¬ 
sented by' A t', where A-O equals B-O, 
the corresponding Increase In plate 
current Is C D. 

If the portion of the characteristic 
curve In the region of E-A-D Is a 


tion of the curve determines the am¬ 
plification of the tube. The more 
nearly vertical the straight portion 
of tlit* curve Is. the greater will be 
the change In plate current for a 
given change In grid potential, or In 
other words, the louder will be the 
response In the telephone receivers 
corresponding to a given received 
signal. The length of the straight 
portion of the curve determines the 
maximum variation in grid potential 
that will cause the tube to function 
properly without distortion.
